A Lirra ROW. 


Adherents of Jodge Gresham and Gen. 
Harrison at War Over an Act 
of the Former. 


IWDIANABUJS, Feb. 18.—An event at 
at the meeting of the republican state 
central committee which became known 
to-day has resulted in creating much 
bad blood between the followers of Gen. 
Harrison and those of Judge Gresham. 
Early this month the .republicans of the 
various districts met in convention for 
the sole purpose, according to the eall, 
of selecting members of the state central 
committee. 


In the second district meeting, how- 
ever, they not only elected a committee- 
man, bat they also chose delegates to 
the national convention at Chicago, their 
alternates and their candidates on the 
electoral ticket 
The delegates are S. 
N. Chambers, of Vincennes, and Dr. 
Gardner, of Bedford, both strong Har- 
rison men. 


When this became generally known it 
was severely criticized by Judge Gres- 
ham's friends, who claimed that this 
proceeding was entirely irregular, as no 
district had any right to select its dele- 
gates to the Chicago convention until 
after the call by the national committee. 
Yesterday some of these objectors said 
that they had assurance that the action 
taken would be considered null and void 
and another convention would be called 
in the second district in the regular way 
to select the delegates. 


When the state committe was fixing 
the place for holding these conventions, 
Mr. Adams, a member from the Second 
district, offered a preambfe and resolu- 
tions setting forth the facts in regard to 
the selection of delegates by the conven- 
tion in his district, and formally ratify- 
ing it by the committee. This was un- 
animously adopted, and the delegates 
thus chosen stick at least for the pres- 
ent. 


The Gresham men are very indignant 
over this action of the committee, and 
one of them charged to-day that the 
other side did not dare to take the 
chances of selecting delegates in the 
usual way in the Second district, and, 
therefore took the 
course in^cated 
above. 


PAY FOR DELINQUENT TAXES. 


Attorney General Michener on the Legal 
Bate for Publication. 


Indianapolis, 
Feb. 
18.—Attorney 
General Michener and Scate Auditor 
Carr have of late received a number of 
questions similar to the following: 


Are boards of county commissioners 
and city conncils authorized to allow in 
excess of 20 cents per description for the 
publication of delinquent lists, includ- 
ing the head and foot of such hsts? 


In answer to the question Attorney 
General Michener says: 
"The subject 
matter of your inquiry is governed by 
the act of March 5, 1883, (acts of 1883. 
page 97.) That act provides for the 
publication of a list of the lands delin- 
quent, and also for the head and foot of 
such list, which alone makes the notice 
amount to a notice in fact. 
The pro- 
vision concerning the pay for publishing 
the list is as follows: 


•The expense of such printing, when 
had, shall be paid out of the county 
treasury, and shall not oxceed 20 cents 
for each description.' It is my opinion 
that under this statute the publishing 
of the delinquent list is a matter of con- 
tract between the board of county com- 
missioners and the publisher, but the 
maximum amount which can be allowed 
is a sum of money equal to 20 cents for 
each description. 
I'he fact that the 
legislature provided what the list shonld 
contain, and in the same section pro 
vided a limit of allowance for the per- 
forming of the major part of the ser- 
vices required, and wholly omitted to 
provide for any other or further compen- 
sation, affords the strongest evidence 
that it was the legislative purpose that 
xiO extra allowance shonld be made. 
There is no law authorizing such allow- 
ance, and it is, therefore, clear that it 
cannot be legally made."

The Complaint of a Canadian Newspaper 
Over the Arbitration of the 
Fisheries Question. 


Ottawa, Ont, Feb. la—The settle- 
ment of the fishery question has already 
created an angry controversy between 
the government and the opposition or- 
gans. 
Several official organs^ guided 
by the tone of the American dispatches, 
have little praise for Sir Charles Tup- 
per; others say they will content them- 
selves with congratulating the commis- 
sioners on the conclusion of their labors 
until the treaty is published. 


The Free Press (liberal),Ottawa, says: 
History has repeated itself. On each 
occasion that the dispute between Cana- 
da and the United States has been sub- 
mitted to arbitration, the Canadian in- 
terests have been sacrificed. 
Witness 
the surrender of the state of Maine and 
the Island of Sajnan. Witness the sur- 
render of the state of Mictiigan, which 
was captured by Canada during the war 
of 1812. Witness the ignominons sur- 
render of oar fisheries by Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Mr. West and Sir Charles Tup- 
per."

Not far from the Bleecker street sta- 
^on on the Sixth avenue road is a 
little court whose name, if it ever had 
any, has beea blown away and for- 
gotten. 
It is in the very heart of the 
so-called French quarter. 
When the 
infrequent snow-storm of a New York 
"winter finds the ground cold enough 
to retain the flakes unmelted, the little 
court becomes the dumping place of 
the snow from the neighboring side- 
walks and the overhanging roofs. 
And when the days and the ther- 
mometric mercury 
elongate simul- 
taneously, and the'snow becomes slush 
and disappears into the soil, the sewer, 
and the atmosphere, the French boys 
of the quarter bring out a big iron 
frog, and stand it up in the further 
end of the court, and pitch pennies 
into its mouth for hours at a time, for 
fun and profit. It is one of their most 
popular games, and, to a certain ex- 
tent, IS typical of French sport. 
For 
it seems that what Americans under- 
stand as sport is little known in 
France, and little admired by the 
French. 
Not all their recreations are 
colored with gambling, but very few 
are calculated to develop muscular 
prowess, or require it. Contests for 
a champion-belt in pugilism, or the 
badge of championship in rowing, or 
in walking, or in running, or in- any 
of the scores of exercises so popular 
on this side of the water, are prac- 
tically unknown in France. 
Neverthe- 
less, the French residents of America 
have furnished some of the best-known 
contestants in several fields, and the 
undisputed champions in the one or 
two departments of sporfc that they 
pay considerable attention to at home. 
Monsieur Alphonse Dumont, a Paris- 
ian who is visiting this country, and 
spending a part of his time in this 
city, said on this subject : 


"The Frenchman cares little to con- 
test in anything where mere muscul ar 
ability is at an advantage. 
He pursues 
sport as he does art—striving to de- 
velop its tine points, aiming to become 
expert, and admiring only the skill

that may be attaincfd in the exercise. 
We have no such thing as a national 
game; nothing that approaches to your 
base-ball, or polo, or the English 
cricket. 
Sport with us means, as a 
rule, horse racing, and undoubtedly 
our jockeys, of whom we think highly, 
would compare favorably with the best 
that this country knows. The exercise 
that really occupies our attention as a 
national institution is fencing, and that 
probably arises from the military char- 
acter of the national life. Much of the 
energy that the American youth puts 
into play and physical contests is ab- 
sorbed by the government in recruiting 
the army. Here the boys of the village 
have to provide their own amusements, 
their own exercises, and have to de- 
pend upon themselves for acquiring 
the discipline that is so essential to re- 
ally successful sport. 
With us the 
government provides the exercise and 
the discipline, and if the young men 
can get any amusement out of it, so 
much the better for them. I<> is the 
next war that is always uppermost in 
every Frenchman's mind. It is the 
necessary preparation for this terrible 
event that makes the nation one with- 
out a typical game for the required 
service in the army takes all the young 
men into the military field at just the 
time when they would naturally be 
tossing a ball on the diamond, or strain- 
ing at the oars on the river; and when 
the few years of army life are at an end, 
if no war comes along to keep the en- 
rollment at its highest, those who re- 
turn to the ranks of civilians find 
themselves under the stern necessity of 
making a living, and all the less is 
their time available for play; and more- 
over the discipline of the army tends to 
make a man averse to taking up any 
new department of physical activity. 
He has already learned to do certam 
things, and may be regarded as beyond 
the age when it is desirable to spend 
any more time in learning accomplish- 
ments, So I think we shall remain as 
we have been, without a national game, 
and without any special activity in 
sports. 


"There are, nevertheless, certain di- 
rections in which the love of recre- 
ation finds expression. 
One is swim- 
ming. It is a popular diversion in 
Paris. 
There are a good many bath- 
houses floating in the Seine, sonie of 
them of vast proportions and magnifi- 
cently finished and furnished. 
Thej 
are, as a ru e, roofed over, but ihe 
floors are absent altogether, except for 
a narrow platform running round the 
four walls on the inside. 
This is al- 
most on a level with the water of the, 
river into which the swimmers plunge. 
There ' are instructors in swimming in 
all these houses, and although there is 
nathrally no oppbrtunity for long dis- 
tance exercise, or practice in making 
time, there is yet considerable oppOrtfi- 
aity for fun and unlimited means for 
cultivating diving to its best. 
Many 
good swimmers go to these places for 
practice; indeed, it would be practi- 
cally impossible for those ignorant of 


circuit could be made in an hour. 
At 
10 o'clock at night they dove into the 
river. 
The men who backed them fol- 
lowed in a boat, and i am told that 
upward of twenty thousand francs 
were put up on the question whether 
either of the contestants would finish 
on time. 
They came to the finish pre- 
cisely at the same instant, having ac- 
complished the circuit in fifty-seven 
minutes. 
The prize money was di- 
vided between them. When they were 
taken from the water the weather was 
so cold that ice formed on their trunks 
before they could be got under shel- 
ter. 
One of them became dangerously 
ill, but the other suffered nothing from 
his hardy adventure. 


"Fencing I suppose everybody knows 
about. 
Ihe French are the acknowl- 
edged masters in the art, and every 
educated man in the country knows 
how to handle the sword. The war 
department does everything possible 
to encourage the general cultivation of 
this exercise. 
(General Boulanger is 
himself a famous swordsman, and fre- 
quently goes out of his way to act as 
judge in a public contest. 
These con- 
tests are numerous, much more numer- 
ous, I am inclined to think, than the 
sparring exhibitions that take place in 
New York. 
And this, it need not be 
said, is distinctly a sport wherein mere 
muscular power is at a discount; it is 
skill that counts. 


"The French are also experts at bil- 
liards, and, in short, will be found the 
peers of any nation in games of skill. 
Wo have had some good wrestlers, 
also, notably Chrystol,Perrier and Keg- 
nier, but the wrestler with us is not 
lionized to the extent that a champion 
would be in America." 


"Is there no general interest in aqua- 
tic sports ?" 


"Yes," responded M. Dumont laugh- 
ing. 
"The wealthy have their yachts 
as you have here, and there is a form 
of canoeing that, though highly enter- 
taining, would hardly pass for sport in 
the sense you mean. 
Canoeing is a 
popular recreation of a Sunday, and in 
fact those addicted to it like it so well 
that they often spend the entire day at 
it. That is more than your boat club 
men do on the Harlem, is it not? 
But 
the canoeist on the Seine is almost m- 
variably accompanied by the lady whom 
you Americans would denominate as 
his best girl, and he not infrequently 
takes along a cargo of lunch. 
Ah, yes, 
canoeing is good sport, but I do not 
remember that I have heard of a cham- 
pionship contest. And on our holidays 
it is not a game of base-ball that at- 
tracts the crowds; they go to the 
Tuileries and listen to the music and 
roam about the gardens, and ] ow and 
then an irregular kind of football is in- 
dulged in. 
It is not the Bugby game 
by any means,* more a kind of indis- 
criminate kicking. 


"In the northern part of France they 
play a variety of lacrosse, but it is 
considerably different from the game 
known to Americans. Lawn tennis is 
played by the same class of people who 
play it hWe, and in the winter, when 
the weather allows, there is some skat- 
ing, but it is an intensely aristocratic 
sport, not at all the popular thing it is 
here. 
Our champion skater, by the 
way, so far as we have one, is an 
American, George Frost. 
More than 
that, I be'ieve he is a journalipt. 
Speaking of aristocratic sj^ort reminds 
me to say that our sport is mostly of 
that character 
Such great games as 
we have are pAyed mainly bv the titled 
persons and the military. The loading 
one I think of is a paper chase on 
horseback, conducted in very much 
the same way that the English and 
Americans 
play 
hare-and-hounds. 
With us, two of the most intrepid

horsemen start frdm a given point at a 
set time, and mark their course by 
scattering bits of paper as they go. 
They stop not for barriers of any de- 
scription and disdain roads. The pack, 
also on horseback, pursue them and 
catch them if they can. 
This jgame, is 
always accompanied bv a conniderable 
concourse of spectators in carriages, 
who keep up with the pursuit as best 
thëy can by driving along the roads. It 
is a great game, and calls for the exer- 
cise of no little nerve and vigor. 
The 
courses are from fifteen to twenty miles 
in length."

that are more or less in vogue here in 
modified fdrlns. 
Perhaps the most 
popular is pounding Bismarck's head. 
In this game the player strikes with a 
mallet on an image of Bismarck, and 
according to the force of the blow on 
the skull with which it is delivered, a 
bolt shoots up in a slot in an upright 
plaok. 
The game is of course to see 
who can send the bolt up the highest. 
Then the chasing of a greased pig needs 
no explaining, I suppose. 
The best 
fun with a greased pig, however, is to 
be found in Paris ^self. 
There they 
take a pig into one of the swimming 
houses in the Seine, such as I have 
spoken of, and having greased his tail 
throw him into the water. 
Then the 
swimmers who are contesting for the 
prize, which is the pig, foUow and 
try to bring him to land. 
It is great 
port, I assure you." 


"You have spoken, monsieur, about 
the government providing exercise for 
the youth. In what way ?" 


"Hardly is a boy in school before he 
is made to enter upon a series of gym- 
nastics. It is a regular part of the 
curriculum,and increases in importance 
until the end of the course. Now, the 
peculiar feature of «11 this is, that al- 
though the general character of the ex- 
ercise is calculated to develop bodily 
vigor, the main thing sought for is 
uniformity of action. 
The drilling is 
all in platoons. In the gymnasium the 
same feature obtains. 
You cannot im- 
agine the curious evolutions that the 
future soldiers have to go through to- 
gether. There is some individual work, 
but, as a rule, if you enter a gymna- 
sium you will be met by a half dozen 
men hopping along on one foot, keep- 
ing their alignment as faithfully as if 
marching on dress parade, or striding 
in single file across the "floor, their fists 
doubled and their arms swaying back- 
ward and forward synchronously, and 
you may be lucky enough to see a man 
standing on the shoulders of two com- 
rades, "driving with long reins several 
pairs of men, who hold the reins light; 
ly in their hands above their heads. 
This is a favorite accomplishment of 
the gymnasium, and is an interesting 
feature of the public exhibitions. The 
whole influence of even physical train- 
ing, you see, is military, and the 
I rench, though by no means weak, do 
not tend to develop muscle at the ex-

pense of skill and the mental faculties, 
as it seems to me the Americans do." 


The theory of M. Dumont, that the 
governmental 
compulsory 
training 
kills any desire for or possibility of 
general games, is corroborated by the 
tact that though the French in this 
city have their annual balls, their 
clubs and societies; though they ob- 
serve the great fete days of France by 
picnics, parades, and public meetings, 
and in other ways keep alive the na- 
tional spir.t, they have no gymnasium 
even in which to cultivate or keep in- 
tact the physical training they have 
received acr ss the water.

o y a l sport was the 
order of the day in 
St. Paul from -^an. 25 
to 1; eb. 4. 
It was the 
season of the 
mid- 


winter festival — the 
]ce Palace Carnival. 
Two of these carni- 
vals had 
previously 
been 
held, 
in 
the 
winters of I88G and 18S7, and hundreds 
of thousands 
of 
people 
Lave 
been 
drawn thither to witness the 
gorgeous 
crystal carnival and participate in the 
many exhilarating winter sports. 
T h e 
^ a n d central feature of these festivals 
is. of course, the mammoth castle of 
glittering ice. 
The palace of J8.S6 was 
the largest of the kind ever builded in 
the world u p to that time, and it con- 
tained oOjOuO blocks of ice. 
The one 
erected in January, 1887 was, however, 
nearly twice as large, containing 45,000 
blocks of transparent ice, and 
being 
220 feet long, 200 feet wide, and 11» 
feet high. 
It was a wonderful combi- 
nation of towers, turrets, battlements, 
balconies and outworks. 


Astounding as was the achievement 
of that year, the present ice palace far 
outshines it in every detail. 
It covers 
about an acre of space, and reaches a 
height of 140 feet. 
Its ground dimen- 
sions are at least 250 feet square, and 
75,000 blocks of ice 22x ',2 inches and 
about 18 inches thick were u-ed in its 
construction. The ice, which was taken 
from a placid lake north of the city, 
would weigh ]r, 000,000 pounds, 
and 
if used in the bui'ding of a wall six 
feet high and eight inches thick would 
reach fourteen miles! 


The main entrance has a large arch 
twenty fe t in wiclthand seventeen feet 
in height, 
flanked 
by small circular 
towers on either side sixty feet high 
The three other entrances have large

A correspondent at S t P a n l gives the 
following interesting account 
of

Borealis, 
king of 
the 
hyperborean 
realm, arrived in the city in a blaze of 
glory that was chilly yet magniticent. 
ij e came followed by a retinue of at- 
tendants clad in polar bear skins and 
flowing beards that hung heavy with 
frost. 
H e came followed with a blare 
of trumpets and a wild waving of ban- 
ners that 
brought 
every 
able-bodied 
citizen to the gate of entry and set 
them wondering at this scene of un'oiue 
magnificence. 
The day was a propi- 
tious one for the event. 
The mercuiy, 
which had 
been low-spirited for two 
weeks past, manifested an inclination 
to be gav and jubilant, and when the 
king's chariot rea hed the city the ther- 
mometer registered iive degrees below

Probably one of the most unique at- 
tractions of 
the i alace is the M ize, 
situated at ttie northeast corner of the 
court walls. It is designed, to beviilder 
those unwary enough to undertake to 
thread its mystic paths. 
I t is about 
80 feet in diameter, and has five sepa- 
rate passages which lead to the center 
of the pu zle, where circular stairs lead 
to a platform extending to the exterior 
of the Maze. 
The interior of this nov- 
elty is divided !nto a series of circular 
walks 
by low walls of ice, and the 
problem is to reach the staircase—not 
an easy task, by any means. 


T h e main tower of the f alace starts

base fifty feet square, 
with 
smaller circular towers at the comers 
twelve feet in diameter. 
This shape is 
carried 
to a height of 
eighty 
feet, 
when the corner towers end, and the 
grand central tower assumes a circular 
form, and, with a di imoter of 42 feet, 
rises to a height of about l40 feet. 
On 
the sides of the tower spac ous niches 
contain images of snow-shoers, tobog- 
^anetiB skaters and animals modeled in 
ice. 
The Palace is so designed that 
the perfection of ele<;tric illumination 
from tlie interior of the Palace 
is 
achieved. 


The Carnival grounds are inclosed 
by a high fence < on* eal< d by ever- 
greens, and wit^ in the inclosnre sports 
of varions . inds are almost <oQ8tantly 
in progrès««. 
Ou the west side of the 
park is a long, swift toT>oggan slide 
with four courses. 
A générons area is 
deTOted to an ice-rink, and another to 
thf Scotch game of carling,

The king'.s chariot was a mass.ve alia r 
mounted on runners. 
A throne in the 
rear end of 
the char ot 
reached 
the 
height of fifteen feet, and over it was 
a grand canopy 
sparkling 
with 
dia- 
mond 
dust, 
perfectly representing a 
CO ting of hoar frost. 
(Jn the throne 
sat his M jesty, massive and imposmg, 
in his robes of polar bear skins. 
The 
interior of the chariot was th ckly cov- 
ered with skins of the same kind, and 
from the 
back 
of 
the throne 
they 
hung, their skirts dragging in the snow. 
Back of the throne slumbered an ante- 
lope. 


On the front of the chariot a Eocky 
Mountain goat stood on a pedestal of 
ice. 
The framework of the chariot, 
which was thirty-two feet long, was

canvas,

stered and painted in realistic repre- 
sentation of ice, snow, and frost. 
The 
chariot was drawn by six milk-white 
hori<es in elaborate trappings.

frost plumes nodded above their heads,

diamond dust to represent frost.

man disguised as a polar bear sat on the 
seat and held the reins, while at the bit 
of each animal walked a white bear in 
upright attitude. 


i olio wing the King's chariot were 
four floats, built for the benefit of his 
suite, comprising the Mayors of St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth and Winona, 
all hidden under bear-skins and their 
faces 
disguised 
with 
heavy 
white 
beards. 
The boats of the suite were 
made in various designs. 
One repre- 
sented a I-ig seal, another an Arctic 
whale, and the two others polar bears. 
The prevailing 
colors of each were 
white and bl le and green, represent- 
ing siiow, water 
and 
ice in infinite 
forms of 
picturesque beauty. 
The 
horses drawing the floats were white, 
and acr< ss the haunches of efch ani- 
mal was thrown a light blue blanket, 
with a white bear in bas relief in the 
center. 
The second float was drawn 
by three horses tandem, and led by 
white beats. 
The third

was 
drawn by a span of horses driven by a 
polar bear. 
The fourth was drawn by 
two span of horses, led by bears, and 
the fifth was drawn by four horses 
abreast. 


The carnival clubs, w*th attendant 
drum-corps aud brass bands, formed 
for the reception of the royal visitor at 
z o'clock, and fifteen minutes later his

through the principal streets of the 
city. 
T h e streets were crowded sev- 
eral hours before the time set for the 
appearance of his Ma esty.

The process 00 marched to the Pal- 
ace grounds, where Mayor »Smith ten- 
dered the freedom of tíie city to the 
Ice King, together with the keys of 
the Palace. 
There were upward of 
•^0,000 people on the grounds. 
T h e 
vast cou' ourse patiently stood in the 
cold and pounded their toes on 
the 
snow aud watched the tedious ceremo- 
nies of giving I oreaJis possession of his 
glittering abode. 
At the close of the 
ceremonies an immense banner, with a 
polar bear pai-ited upon it, was run up 
over the central tower of the Palace, 
and the reign of Uorealis had 
begun. 
The procesnion was nearly a mile in 
length, and several of the clubs carried 
with them elegant 
floats 
of peculiar 
design, 
while 
others 
carried 
their 
bounding blankets on their 
shoulders 
stretched on a frame-work. 
I t is esti- 
mated that there were three thousand 
uniformed men in line, and the sight 
was a beautiful one. 


The storm ng of the ice palace form-

days' festivities, 
li ach soldier carried 
Koman-candle rifles, a blazing torch, 
and other paraphernalia of war, 


AVhexi the word was given the fire 
king, 
clad 
in 
his 
robes 
of 
flame, 
mounted his

chariot, drawn by 
io ;r e ually fiery steeds, and esrorted 
by an army of little devils and his glit- 
tering followers, set forth to give the 
ice king a roasting. 
The fire kint^'s 
forces arrayed themselves around the 
i c e p i l a c e a n d bombarded thfi crystal 
walls 
«with 
red-hot 
shot 
and 
shell. 
The 
sight 
was one 
of 
the 
most 
beautiful 
possible 
to 
con- 
ceive. f rom every tower and loop-hole 
of 
the 
crystal 
j)alace darted 
forth 
streams of many-colored fire, and

hissing of gorgeous rockets shooting 
«tarward was slenced by the bursting 
of immense bombs, thrown to an im- 
mense height by mortars inside the 
castle. 


The besiegers were not idle by any 
means, but shot fiery dots and sheets 
of flame at the palac e in the attempt to 
demoralize the defenders.

•to changes in the volume of water 
caused by varying rainfall and outflow. 


MR. T. P . WHITE, in a communica- 
tion to the Chemical Society, gives a 
decidedly negative answer to the ques- 
tion whether the acids of canned fruits 
may not form poisonous salts with the 
tin. 
He reports, as the result of his 
experiments, that *^tin is entirely devoid 
of danger when taken internally in any 
form that might arise from being in 
contact with fruits or vegetables." He 
believes that the cases of accidental 
poisoning attributed to tin were due to 
solder or other 
impurities—arsenic, 
copper, or lead. 
Prof. W. Mattieu 
Williams says that there need be no 
lead in the solder, that it is only put in 
for cheapness sake, and that tin makes 
a superior solder to any alloy. 
There- 
fore, all danger may be obviated by 
prohibiting the use of any other solder 
than pure tin.

18 endangered only if the patient be 
t^o^ht too suddenly froi^the cold into 
a warm place. 
They believe thtitif one 
proceed very carefully and slowly with 
the warming, the cold can never pro- 
duce a lasting injury to the systonL 
There is certainly no doubt that sudden 
farming is very dangerous, and that a 
great deal depends upon the right treat- 
ment of the frozen limb. 
Experience 
shows that, while some people have 
frozen joints treated in such a manner 
that they are completely 
restored, 
others are less fortunate, and suffer 
frequently in after years. But one must 
admit that intense cold alone, without 
being followed by sudden warming, 
which proves so disastrous, suffices to 
cause severe suffering. In this respect, 
a great deal depends on the nature of 
the person. If very sudden transitions 
from heat to cold and from cold to heat 
b^ avoided, a healthy person can with- 
stand intense cold without serious con- 
sequences, especially if be be mentally 
active, energetic and muscular, and has 
a sound heart, that is if his pulse be 
regni» and strong. A robust person 
can withstand the temperature at which 
alcohol and mercury freeze. Members 
of north-pole expeditions have experi- 
enced temperatures of fifty or more de- 
gprees below zero without suffering 
harm. 


However, it happens not unfrequently 
that even moderately cold weather, 
when the thermometer is but a few de- 
grees below the freez'ug-point, causes 
serious ills, and sometimes even fatal 
results. 
This is apt to happen to per- 
sons who are anaemic, 
poorly fed, 
effeminate, or mentally depressed. Old 
men, children, aniemic girls, drunkards, 
and people with a weak heart, are all 
liable to be frost-bitten, and easily 
freeze to death if tliey succumb to sleep 
while exposed to intense cold. 
They 
fall into a sort of stupor, sit down to 
rest, soon fall asleep, and in most in- 
stances neTer awake. For a long time 
they remain in a condition bordering 
on death ; they breathe a little, and the 
heart'makes feeble attempts to main- 
tain tlie circulation of the blood.—

A Future Emperor. 


On the 7th of May, 1882, there was 
great rejoicing in the city of Berlin, 
the home of William I., the venerable 
Emperor of Germany. 
Cannon were 
thundering, flags were flying, and joy- 
ous crowds of people were in the 
streets. 
All this merry-making was 
because, on the evening before, a tiny 
baby boy had opened his eyes on the 
world in the Marble Palace at Pots- 
dam, one of the royal residences of 
Prussia. 
This baby boy is now a stur- 
dy little fellow of five years, "going 
on six," as children say. He is the 
oldest 
great-grandson of 
Emperor 
William, and also of Queen Victoria, 
and if God s^iares his life he will one 
day sit on the imperial throne of Ger- 
many. 


When this royal baby was a month 
old, the christening ceremonies took 
plai-e in the chapel at Potsdam. 
The 
scene was one of the most touching and 
solemn ever witnessed. The great- 
grandfather, with tears of emotion 
streaming down his cheeks, held the 
infant in his. arms while the baptismal 
water was sprinkled on its forehead. 
On ono side stood the grandfather and 
grandmother, the Crown Prince of 
Prussia and his wife, who is the oldest 
daughter of Queen Victoria, and on 
the other the youthful parents. Prince 
William and Princess Augusta. Tli^e 
baby, who was arrayed in a long flow- 
ing robe of white silk heavily embroid- 
ered with silver, behaved with true 
princely dignity during the ceremony, 
until his name was pronounced to be 
Frederick William Victor August Ern- 
est, when he screamed lustily, and was 
carried away by his nurse to be laid in 
the cradle of state in which the royal 
infants of Prussia have been rocked 
for more than one hundred and fifty 
years. 


Although little princes receive a great 
number of names, bestowed in honor 
of their royal relatives, they are known 
by one, or at the most two. 
This 
youngest heir to the German throne is 
called Prince William. 
He is a play- 
ful, robust boy, and enjoys romping 
with his two younger brothers, Fred^ 
erick and Adalbert like any other boy 
of his age» He .is too young, to give a 
thought to the grave responsibility 
wh ch will one day be placed in h.s 
hands, or to realize that his aged 
great-grandfather must soon pass away 
from earth; or that his grandfather, the 
good Crown Prince Fr^erick Williain, 
is so ill that there is little hope of his 
recovery. 


Little Prince William has a very 
happy life. His^oung mother loves 
him aearly, and is very piroud of her 
pretty boy ; and there are mai^ pal- 
aces where the patter of his little feet 
is sweet music. He ^ often taken to 
see his grandmamma in her palace at 
Berlin; and he likes "going to grand- 
ma's" as well as other little boys and 
girls do, for this rogral lady is a true 
daughter, of the good Queen Victoriaj 
and her life with her family is as sweet 
and loving and familiar as'if she lived 
in a cottage instead of a palace. 
On 
pleasant afternoons - she - mar dften' be 
seen with hi r grandchildren driving 
along the beautifal street called Unter 
den Linden, in J erlin, and under the 
arches of the Brandenburg Gate ont 
into the great park, which is called the 


*'Thiergarten. *' 
Here thete are lakes 
with swans that Aome saiJiog up to the 
banks to be fed, and great cages in 
which are monkeys, tigers, enormous 
lions that roar so loud they can be 
heard for a long distance, and many 
other kinds of leasts, and birds with 
beaiatifnl plumage. 


Potsdam is the pUce which Prince 
William likes best i>f all, for here he 
can run in the beautiful park which 
surrounds the Marble Palace, ride on 
his pony, and play soldier with his 
young companions. 
There are five 
royal fwlaces at Potsdam, in which are 
many interesting memen|ps of former 
Kings of Prussia. 
The celebrated 
Frederick the Great lived here in the 
Palace of Sans Souci, and the room in 
which he died in 1786 remains as it was 
at that time, even to the silent clock 
still marking the hour when the great 
king passed away. 


The life of a little prince is not all 
play, for almost as soon as he is out of 
the cradle he must begin to prepare for 
the duties and responsibilities of his 
life. Little Princo William has nurses 
who talk to him in French and in Eng- 
lish, and a governess who teaches him 
all that his little brain can understand. 
He is taught swimming and riding, and 
when he plays soldier he is taking his 
first lessons in military drill. 
He has 
Bible le&sons, too, like all other good 
boys and girls, for the members of tbe 
royal family of Prussia are sincere 
Christians, and teach their children "to 
follow the paths of truth and righteous- 
ness. 
When Prince William is old 
enough he will be sent to school, and 
his course of study will be all the more 
severe and rigorous because he is a 
prince, and must become an intelligent 
ruler. 
He is taught to treat his teach- 
ers with the greatest respect and def- 
erence, and to be always kind and 
courteous toward those who serve him, 
no matter how poor and humble they 
may be. 


On the summit of a hill in Germany, 
not far from the beautiful Lake of Con- 
stance, are the ruins of the ancient cas- 
tle of the Hohenzollerns, which some 
historians think was built more than 
a thousand years ago. 
It was a soli- 
tary ruin, overgrown with ivy, and it 
had been inhabited only by bats and 
owls for more than four hundred years, 
when, in lMr>0. Frederick William I \ 
of Prussia, brother of the present Em- 
peror, visited the bouse of his ances- 
tors and ordered a portion of the cas- 
tle to be rebuilt 


The 
Hohenzollerns were famous 
knights in the Middle Ages. 
They 
joined the great troops of the ( ru- 
saders, and were brave and foremost in 
battle. 
They were powerful grandees 
in the days of the Emj>eror liarba 
rossa, the famous old warrior who lost 
his life while on a crusade, although, 
according to German fairy tales, he is 
not dead, but sleeping in a great moun- 
tain near Salzburg, with his snowy 
beard grown through the table upon 
which he leans, and streaming all 
around him on the stone iloor of the 
cavern. 
When the time comes he will 
awake and come forth, with his great 
sword in his hand, to slay evil-doers 
and avenge the wrongs of the suffering 
and the oppressed. The Hohenzollerns 
have been rulers of Prussia for more 
than four hundred and fifty years. Let 
us hope that little Prince William will 
prove a noble member of his illustrious 
family, and when he sits on the throne 
may he be a wise and Christian leader 
of the great people of Germany?— 
£rar2)er's Young People. 


The Life of a Chinese Farmer.

Soma of the shrews have had as en- 
during a record in history as hare some 
of the beauties, though owing their 
fame to a very opposite quality. 
En- 
gland and ± ranee Hupply the^ most 
prominent specimens. 


Koyalty firsi, however. Matilda, Em- 
press ' and claimant against 
King 
Stephen for the ¿rown of Engltind, 
has left a fair claim to a masterfiU tem- 
perament 
Queen Elizabeth, great as 
she was, exhib.ts herself in some of her 
letters and actions, as when she boxed 
Essex's ears, as a right royal shrew. 
So was Catherine de MedicL 
So, em- 
phatically, was Christina of Sweden, 
who caused her chamberlain, Monal- 
deschi, in the right of her prerogatives, 
to be strangled in a palace of the King 
of France. 
So was Catherine of Rus- 
sia a shrew*, who had absolute power 
to back up her shrewishness. 


In Henry VIII.'s reign l^ady More, 
wife of the very great and good Sir 
Thomas, stands ont as a very definite 
shrew who ruled her husband and chil- 
dren alike with much austerity. 
But 
she does not, though she li ved her own 
way, appear, as far ab we can see, in 
any way to come up to Lady Coke, in 
,lames L's reign. 
This lady drove her 
husband, the temble Chief .lustice (of 
whom James himself said: "Isay, mon, 
if Coke sends for me I must go"), 
nearly frantic. The subject was their 
daughter's marriage. 
Lady Coke was 
furious, indefatigable, resolute and a 
most accomplished scold. 


Now for a French one little known 
to English readers in general. She was 
Mme. de Vervins, who, in the seven- 
teenth century, was a fine specimen of 
the species. 
She told her servants to 
kill those of a lady whom her lackeys 
insulted for venturing to defend their 
mistress. 
She bullied her husbnad in- 
cessantly, and on one occasion in a 
quarrel used a riding-whip as an argu- 
ment She habitually beat her servants 
violently. 
She scolded her acquaint- 
ances for the least difference of opinion, 
unfavorable criticism, or most minute 
slight offered her or fancied by her, 
and plotted their assassination if they 
opposed her imperious and arbitrary 
nature. 


Another woman of the same type, 
who loved to play the "shrew" in pub- 
lic, and spe. ially at balls and parties, 
was Mme. d'Orpreval. She lived in the 
same time as Mme. de Vervins, Mme. 
d'Orgeval gave great entertainments, 
but she and her daughter, according to 
the French memoirs, chietjy loved do- 
ing in.solent things in a polite manner. 
On all occasions Mme. d'Orgeval's 
temper was furious if any lady danced 
better or oftener than her daughter.

strn^le is well called a diversion. ' It 
need not be a laugh, but it must be'^ 
least a smile, a form of siinny hour. ' 
High art is sometimes so pathetie 
and even tearful that it wearies mMe 
than it rests the labor-worn mind. 


'1 he objections which weigh against 
much of modem diversion are two, at 
least: the use of vulgarity for raising 
a langh and the excessive love of diver- 
sion created by the abundant supply. 
In the drama and opera, also, there ia 
quite a residue of that coarsenesa 
; which once gratified a semi-barbarous 
age. It seems diriicult for the compos- 
ers and actors to realize that animalism 
in toilet, in language and action is al- 
ways a defect—a more serious tie ect 
than the big ring in a woman's nose or 
through her lips. 
Some women in 
Afr ca estimât« their beauty by the 
size of the piece of iron or wood worn 
in the lower lip; thus some moJera 
composers of dramas judge of their 
genius by the nearness to which they 
can approach the coarse nature of the 
lower forms of mankind. 
P e r h i ^ 
the day will soon arrive when the 
name of the theater or of leading 
actors or singers will make coarseness 
impossible.

The second evil possible in divert 
sion is the excessive taste lor fim 
which laughter creates. Unless pleas^ 
ure-loving young people can build up 
a taste for serious art, and can carrj 
along with their fondness for diver- 
sion a passion for what is beautiinl 
and great, they will lose one-half of 
their world, and will make the other 
half less delightful because of the 
i want of contrast, 
I 
When one keeps well in mind that 
the diversions must be free from what 
is known as vulgarity, aad that ¡.hej 
must not consume very many evenings 
of the year, then is the fun-loviT>o' 
mortal in the right path, even if he 
a preacher, and takes a seat at times 
in front of a row of ne^o minstrels. 
If when thus located he is disposed to 
lament that the end men wear collars 
which are higher than they really need 
be; if he would prefer that the songa 
should be taken from the 
Gospel 
Hymns, and that there should be no 
clog-dances, he is at liberty to gc 
home at the end of the first song or 
first joke; but his judgment is no more 
a rule of all life than though he had 
expressed himself as opposed to eatiog" 
mince pie or a lobster salad. 


It is almost certain that the working 
people and Iju.^iness thousands of this 
land need the kind of diversions which 
the light drama and the light opera 
supply in the winter months. 
That 
non-toiling and pleasure-seeking form 
of civilization which ruled Europe audi 
badly injured it and which attempted 
to plant itself in our V^irginia, has 
given place to an age of labor. 
Slaves 
are out of fashion, and gentlemen and 
ladies actually work, and are often 
quite worn down by toil of botly or 
mind. 
Along comes the diversion, and 
all accept of it with gladness. It 
needs simply the constant touch of re- 
finement and the limitations of temper- 
ance.

sand-box tree of the West indies is made 
into a neat box by sawing off the top 
and scooping out the seeds, and is used 
in Earbadoes for holding sand. When, 
however, the fmit is allowed to ripen 
on the tree, it bursts explosively, scat- 
tering the seeds over the ground. .An 
experimenting 
naturalist 
recently 


sought to preserve a specimen of the 
fruit by drying carefully, bat it exploded 
with such violence- as to destroy the box 
containing it 


THE surface of the Mediterranean has 


been found by accurate measurement 
to lie a little below, that of the ocean, 
it resembling somewhat a shallow fun- 
nel with greatest depth coinciding with 
the region where the water is most salt 
Variations in the apparent height of the 
shores are now thought to be dne to 
changes in the level -of tho water, 
especially marked near the apex of the 
Amnel, where the recorded changes in 
the coast line reach twenty to twenty- 
three feet. Becent observers also at- 
tribute the supposed oscillations in the 
shores of the Baltic and Black Seas 
*o changes in the volume of water 
caused by varying rainfall and outflow. 


MB. T. P. WHITE, in a communica- 


tion to the Chemical Society, gives a 
decidedly negative answer to the ques 
tion whether the acids of canned frnita 
may not form poisonous salta with the 
tin. He reports, as the result of his 
experiments, that "tin is entirely devoid 
of danger when taken internally in any 
form that might arise from being hi 
contact with fruits or vegetables. * He 
believes that the cases of accidental 
poisoning attributed to tin were dne to 
•older or other 
impurities—arsenic,

: Many persons have tho idea that life 
is endangered only if the patient be 
brought too suddenly from the cold'into 
ii'warm place. 'They believe th'itif One 
faroceed very carefully and slowly With 
the warming, the cold can never pro- 
duce a lasting injury to tho system. 
There is certainly nodoubt that sudden 
Warming is very dnngerons, and that a 
great deal depends upon the right treat- 
ment of the frozen limb. Experience 
shows ' that, while some people have 
frozen joints treated in such a manner 
that they are completely restored, 
others are less fortunate, and suffer 
frequently in after years. Bnt one must 
admit that intense cold alone, without 
being followed by sudden warming, 
which proves so disastrous, suffices to 
cause severe suffering. In thisrcspeot, 
a great deal depends on the nature of 
the person. If very sudden transitions 
from heat to cold and from cold to heat 
be. avoided, a healthy person can with- 
stand intense cold without serious oon- 
sequences, especially if be be mentally 
active, energetic and muscular, and haa 
a sound heart, that is if bis pulse be 
regular and strong. A robust person 
can withstand the temperature at which 
alcohol and mercury freeze. Members 
of north-pole expeditions have experi- 
enced temperatures of fifty or more de- 
grees below zero without suffering 
harm. 
However, it happens not nnfreqnently 


that ev*n moderately cold weather, 
when the thermometer is but a few de- 
grees below the freezing-point, causes 
serious Ola, and sometimes even fatal 
resorts. This is apt to happen to per- 
sona who are ansemic, poorly fed, 
effeminate, or mentally depressed. Old 
men, children, anromio girls, drnnknrds, 
and people with a weak heart, are all 
liable to be frost-bitten, and easily 
freeze to death if they snccumb to sleep 
while exposed to intense cold. They 
fall into a sort of stupor, sit down to 
rest, soon fall asleep, and in most In- 
stances never awake. For a long time 
they remain in a condition bordering 
On death; they breathe a little, and the 
heart "makes feeble attempts to main- 
tain the circulation of the blood.— 
fmrnlar f<fi»,:,-» Hfmifli/u.
